16 of the type set forth in subsection (c¢) of this Section, (iii)
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proof of passage of the Environmental Health Proficiency

Examination during the period in which the license lapsed or

was placed on inactive status, or (iv) sworn evidence

acceptable to the Department of lawful practice under the

supervision of an environmental health practitioner licensed

under this Act. Except as otherwise stated in this Section, an

applicant for restoration under this Section must pay any

restoration fees required under this Act and provide proof of

meeting continuing education requirements during the 2-year

period immediately prior to restoration."; and

on page 15, line 13, by deleting "impairment".
